others belonging to the Train of Artillery - The Gover- 
nour. of Maſtricht is Marſhal Le EStrade, at this time 
employed at the Congreſs in-Nimweger as ,one of the 
Plenipotentaries froom the French'King; In this place is 
now- Governour Dox-Calwo a Catalonian born, a Man of 
great VaJour-and as grand Experiences, as doth appear 
by his brave defence of the Place. 70 
On the latter end of J«ne, | His Highneffthe Prince of 
Orange ,; with ſeveral: detached: Regi 
Army in Flzzders, with: other Regunents-:out- of the 
Boſ; Bergen op Zoom , 'and'other Garriſons, marched 
for Maftricht, where they:met with. a Camp volant 
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nndes the Condudt of the Brjuce of Ofenburch, amongſt - /þ 
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which were fome Troops from the Dake of Bran 


burgh and other Ales, all which forces, being modeftly 


counted , 'were. 24000 or 26000. Men. 

Upon the firſt of July His Highweſs the Prince of Orange 
having held a grand Conncil of War , ſet down before 
Aaftricht : Where he gave out Orders for. making 
the Lines of Circumvallation and Communication about 
the Town , at: the- fame rime poſting every Regiment, 
and Battalion where they ſhould encawp; the next thing 
done was His Highweſſes proclaiming the States Order or 
Placate for a free Leaguer , that is, that-neither Buyer 
nor Seller, was to pay any Tax or Exciſe; this cauſed 
Provifions to be very cheap, and great plenty of all 
things needfull for the Leaguer. The next day follow- 
og came to the Leaguer many thouſand Bores from all 
parts to work in the Trenches. 

This Day the three Engliſh Colonels,Collonel Fenwick, 
Collonel #iddringtoz,and Collonel 4filey made aRequelſt 
unto His Highweſs the Prince of Orange, therein deſiring

The next day the Princes Guards, with other 
Regiments, were commanded to. attack this Ba- 
ſtion, who received ſuch a repulſe that rhey loſt 
their labour ; and three Captains of the. Guards, 
and ſeveral other Officers. | | 

At this time the nights were dark, and therefore 
the Governor of Maei#richt cauſed Lamps of pitch 
and tar to.be hung round the Walls and Paliſa- 
does of the Town, that, thereby they mighr diſco- 
ver the Enemy if they drew near the Works, fhoot- 
ing all the whole night their great Guns, and ſhow- 
ring ſmall ſhott out of the Counterſcharp ; ſo thar 
many of the Princes. Leaguer were every night 
ſhot by Chain-ſhot ; and theſe were anſwered by 
the Prince's Batteries, which were many ; who con- 
tinued ſhooting day and night, only giving time for 
the cooling their Guns. The next, day, being the 
fourth of Auguft, the Engliſh were orderd to'atrack

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Hales, Captains in the Scotch Regiment under 
Collonel Col/zer, with two other Captains of 
Collonel A7lpatricks Regiment of Scots, coming 
in to the aſiiſtance of the Ergl;ſh in the Baſtion, 
were all blown up, and wounded, the F-ench then 
ſpringing a- great Mine in the middle of the Baſti- 
on, which was terrible to ſee and hear ; for the 
whole Baſtion ſeemed to be one flame; A yery 
dreadful ſight and noiſe !' when the bodics and 
pieces of men fell down into the Baſtion, ſome 
without heads, ſome withour legs and arms, others 
their fleſh burnt on their legs and other parts. At 
this time was killed Captain Crane, and Captain 
Stone ſhot in the breaſt, and out at the ſhoulder, 
and his leg broke with a plank of wood ; Captain 
Savage, Captain Widderington, Captain Hales, and 
others ſticking in the ground in ſeveral poſtures, 
ſome buried in earth up to the middle, others to 
the ſhoulders, all wounded and burnt, yer a- 
live. 

Ar this time the French, got the poſſeſſion of 
the Baſtion, for a ſmall time cutting and killing 
the Enghſh they found alive ; whereupon Captain 
Savage _m—_— French, called out to an Officer, 
and paſſed a Complement on the Monſieur, that 
they were the brave French , and thercfore 
wou'd noe kill them after they had demanded 
Quarter, telling the Fexch Officer, that He. and 
the Others there were Capt. and therefore prayed 
*2 Sate-guard from bcing kill'd by the French Soul- 
diers ; to which the Officer replied, that he would 
take. care of them preſently ; ſo ſent a Serjeant

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with a Century or two to preſerve them from be- 
ing kill'd outright ; but firſt they pull'd of their 
Corſlets, and took off their Rings, and what they 
could come at that was not in the carth buricd ; 
but this ſafety laſted but a ſmall time; for fo 
ſoon as the Hunk ſaw frcih Forces coming aut 
of the Approaches to relieve the Baſtion, they 
( the French) tell a cutting the Priſoners. again, 
and crying out, 7xe, twe, tout ; but the relief came 
on ſo faſt out of the Approaches, that the French 
quitted the Baſtion : Now, the Baſtion being again 
polletied, the Ingeniers and Pioniers having pla- 
ced their baskets, and thrown up ſome earth to 
hide them from the Guns of the Town, which be- 
fore laid ſo open, that on the walls of the Counter- 
{ſcherp they might look into the Baſtion, and fire 
into it as they pleaſed ; Now, I ſay, was it time tq 
dig. out the Captains and others which were alive; 
though ſome of them died immediately, when they 
were ſtirr'd : But Captain Savage, who had eleven 
wounds, Captain Stove, Captain Widdrington, 
Captain Hales, and Captain M:idd/eton, though 
very much burnt and wounded, are alive, and in 
a fair way of being fir for ſervice within a little 
time : Bur Captain Crane, and three Scotch Ot- 
ficers, with five Dutch Officers, are dead of their 
wounds. 

And here give me leave to ſay ſomething of the 
gallantry and bravery of a Frenchman ; who, 
Though an enemy, yet ought to have the honour 
he merits as his due; which was this, namely, ac- 
cording to the very words written me by a _ 
an 
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and valiant Engi:h Officer, who was in this ACti- 
on, Thar, he ſhall never forget how he ſaw a Cap- 
tain of the French jump through the flames to get 
' into the Baſtion; which Officer he found after- 
wards dead juſt without the breach, as he con- 
cezved, ſtifled with the flame ;, for it was there 
where the fire was ſo violently flaming ont of the 
Mine. 

Thus the Baſtion was recovered, though with 
great difficulty, and loſs of many men,. much cc- 
caſioned by the negle& of ſonte who promiſed 
that the Sally-port of the Baſtion ſhould be bro- 
ken down, that the Eng/i/h might retreat into the 
Approaches upon all occaſions, and alſo relieve the 
Baſtion: without expoſing themſelves under the 
enemies Guns, by going round about, or elſe climb- 
ing over the Works; which cauſed great com- 

laint.. | 
y The next day the -Zyg/;/h being at their quar- 
ters, the three £7g/:/b Colonels ordered great care 
ro be taken for the ſick and wounded. ;- and then 
rook a view of what. number of men they had 


able to be commanded on duty, the which appear- 


ed to be but three hundred in each Regiment : yer 
the Engh/h relieved the Approaches conſtantly 


every time it came to their turns, not _ abſcnt 


from Action when occaſion required : beſides, that 
ſeveral of the Engl;h Voluntiers went conflantly 
on ſervice with the Rhznegrave, as did Captain 


Lee, and Captain Mackull:cott, the one of them' 


being kill'd, and the other deſperately wounded in 
company and. ſervice with the Rhznegrave : the 
C 2 formet 
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former whereof, 422. Captain Lee, behaved himſelf 
to that degree, that. bad he- lived he would have 
had grear preferment- in the ſervice of the Stares. 
Now, becauſe I have named the brave Actions of 
ſome of the Officers of our Nation, you may ex- 
ped I ſhould ſpeak ſomething of every one bf 
them kill'd and wounded ; but truly that is a thing 
impoſſible ro do in this Letter; thar being Subject 
enough for a larger Diſcourſe, and to fill a Volume : 
Beſides, that my Letters from them in the Leaguer 
give me ordinarily but an account of ſuch a Cap- 
rain or ſuch an Officer kill d and wounded ; a Liſt 
whereof I ſhall ſet down at the-end of this Letter, 
which wil appear to be a prodigious number our 
of ſuch an handful of Englz/h, and two Srortih 
Regiments. .. 

And now, ſith all Gazets and Courants are full 
of the brave Actions of Fs Highneſs the Prince 
of Orange, the Rhynegrave, Lord of Owerkerk, 
Grave Jolms, and others/;\ give me leave to ſay 
ſomewhat of them, which yer will fall very ſhort 
of .what they merit from' the beſt of Pens : As to 
His Highneſs he hath ſo behaved himfelf, like a 
Prince of his Quality and Command, that he hath. 
our-done a wonder, ventured and laboured ſo in 
the Batteries and Approaches, and hath been ſo 
many nights on horſeback tilt the next day follow- 
ing:at nine a Clock, that' many wondred how Fzs 
Highneſs could endure ſuch a fatigue. And the 
Rh:inegrave doth not deſerve lefs praiſe, who hath® 
received. to this day five wounds, and each at ſc- 
veral times ; and Grave Solms, and the Heer _ | 
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kerk have done very well, the latter of which did 
a brave and unparallel'd ation at the head of a 
Party of the Lite-Guard, that he commanded our 
againſt the French Horſe that over-powred a party 
of the Prince's Leaguer, which the French fallied 
out-upon : And I ought not to forget Valiant Co- 
lonel Colliers, who as Adjutant-General, and alſo 
Colonel of a Scorch Regiment, hath done very 
bravely in every place where he commanded. 

And now I have besn ſpeaking of the Datch, 1 
mult alſo ſay ſomething of the Forces Quartered 
on the other ſide of the Maſe on the Wyck ſide, 
under the Command of the wiſe and valianr 
Prince of Oſenbrough, who finding that the French 
wade little ſallies our on that ſide of the Town, 
deviſed how he might engage the French to 
to ſally out ; his Highneſs therefore ordered the 
making of a falfe work before the Wyck, as it it 
were deſigned to lodge ſome foot there, and at 
the ſame time ordered a party of Horſe and Foot to 
lie in Ambuſcado; the French perceiving that the 
Dutch were making this work, reſolved to ſally out 
with a party,and to fall on the Dutch that were ma- 
king this work, which they did that night following, 
beating the Dutch out of the Work; the Dutch 
- ſeemed to run away from the French, bur ſo foon 
as the French were in the Work, the party that lay 
inthe Ambuſh, appeared and got between the work 
and the 'Town,tell upon the French,and of 300 Foot 
and 5o Hoſe there did not get 3o into Maiftrich?. 

This night the Grave of 'Horn made a brave and: 
bold atremprt on the Enemies Counterſcarp ; ſo did:

the Rhine-Grave the ſame, and that night poſſeſſed 
themſelyes inthree places upon theCounterſcarp:here 
the Rhine-Grave received his deadly wound, which 
diſabled him to mount the Approaches any more. 
The next thing undertaken was the attacking of 
the Horn-work, that lay at the end of the Rhzne- 
Graves Approach, but by misforrune thar happen-. 
ed in ſpringing. of one of our Mines, that Attach 
failed ; beſidz, that night the French bent all their 
force of the Town on that ſide where that Horn- 
work lay ; yet the Dutch bravely adventured, and 
went to the Palliſadoes that night, killing above 400 
Switſers , beſide French: upon which as ſome 
the next day reported in the Priuces Leaguer, the 
Governor Don Calvo removed moſt of his baggage 
and much of his ſtores into the Wyckt, which lies. 
on the other ſide the Maſe, reſolving to flie thither 
if he could not keep Maftrichk; and that he had 
cauſed falſe works to be made in ſeveral places of 
the Town, where he thought the Dutch might at- 
rempt .to ſtorm, and alſo. had made a falſe way 
where the Dutch had battered the Wall,, in which 
ſaid Works he had made ſeveral devices 
of Fire-works with Granadoes, Stinkpots, and other 
devices to ſet on fire,if theDmch attempted a ſtorm 
and that he had 1wo days before publiſhed aPlacarrt, 
that if any one of the Burgers, or: any elſe who- 
ſoever ſhould ſpeak of rendering the "Town 
they ſhould immediately be broke on the Wheel, 
and that the Women ſhould be put into a Church 
rogether in the middle of the Town ! and that he 


had. made ſeyeral half Moons, and other works Ton 
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the Town ; and that he made ſeveral half Moons 
and other Works in the Town ; and that he gave a 
piſtola head to every one that plaid the Granadoes 
when they fallyed out, and to _ one that went 
out upon parties thirty ſtyvers in ſilver. 

At this time was taken a Spy, who came out of 
the Town, pretending to deſert ir, which Spy had 
in his pocket two Musket-bullets, in which were 
two Letter in Characters, one to the Governour of 
Z.imburgh,and the other to theGovernour ofCharle- 
Rcy, the ſubſtance of which Letters, was, that if 
rehef did not come in few days he could not hold 
the Place, for he had loſt many men, and thoſe letr 
were ſo fatigated that he could ſcarce get the Men 
on Duty, 

The next day there came ſome French Officers 
with Orange ſcarfs about their middle, who 
by - that means paſſed the Leaguer, and being 
near the Town threw away their ſcarts, and 
flouriſhed rheir white hankerchiefs ; which 
e008 men that brought them the good news of 
relict. 

The Rhine-Grave being thus diſabled by his laſt 
Wound to do any longer duty, the charge and 
command of the #Rhine-Graves Poſt and Ap- 
proaches was given to Lowvrgnze : this misfortune 
of the Rine-Grave gave the Prince of Orange 
great trouble, for his Hzghneſs impoſed much 
truſt on the Rzne-Grave : therefore his Highneſs 
now was on ſtri&t watch, night and day adventu- 
ring his perſon in the Trenches, in all capact- 


tics, and did ſometimes that which a private Sol- 
dier 
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dier did ; and it is a great Providence he eſcaped, 
for many have been killed and wounded by his 
ſide ; and as I haye ſaid before, He hath been 
on Horſeback from Five in the afternoon until 
Nine the next day, ſeveral times contenting him- 
ſclf a with piece of Bread and Checſe in his hand 
on Horſeback : Ithall ſay no more of him. leaſt you 
ſhould think I flatter him. I ſhall now tell you, that 
at this time came news, that Monſerur Scombergh, 
Mcnfieur de Humieres, and Crequi were on a 
march for the relieving of Maſtricht ; this cau- 
ſed Hu Highneſs the Frince of Orange, to make 
a ſmall journey to Grave Waldeck, who lay then 
about 'Ten hours from Maſtr:cht, thereby to adviſe 
what was fit to be done at this juncture of time .; 
it was then reſolved to detach out of the Prences 
Leaguer all the Horfe . that could be ſparcd, to 
re-enforce the Army under the command of Grave 
Waldeck : At this time the Spaniard, who is al- 
ways grave in all he takes in hand, marched his 
pace up towards Maſirzcht ; not at all doubting, 
but that he ſhould ſo advantagiouſly poſt him- 
ſelf, that the French ſhould nor at all be able to 
torce a paſlage into Maſtrichr. 

And here 1 am to tell you, that his Fghneſs 
the Prince of Orange met with a grand diſap- 
pointed from the By/hop of Munſter and ſome 
other Allies, who promiſed (and upon good 
grounds they had ſo to do) that: they would 
furniſh in the Leaguer at Maflrichrt a very con- 
ſiderable Body of Foot, beſides Horſe; which ou 
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they been there, according to promiſe, for ought 
I know, Maſtricht had been now in the hands 
of the States. Now was the Prince buſy in put- 
ing himſelf in a poſture to receive the French ; 
the Town at the ſame time, making ſeveral fallics, 
though did little hurt, On the 26th. of this 
month being Jr. Lewis day, the French in the 
Town fired the whole day, much more then ever 
before, both for joy of the relief they were 
aſlured off, as alſo for.the honour -of their Patror 
Sr, Lewis. | 

Now it is time to tell you what is become of 
our Engliſh Regiments, who at this day had not 
left, as duty-men, above Three hundred ; all the 
reſt killd and wounded; yer this handtul never 
miſt duty, when | it came to their turn. Now 
grows the Alarm hot of the French approach ; 
and his Highneſs therefore reſolves to put himſeli 
in poſture, of defence ; and thereupon diſpatched 
Orders to march out the horſe ro joyn with Coxnr 
Waldek, and on the twenty feventh day he gave 
out orders for drawing off the Cannons from off 
the Batteries and Works, with all ſuch of the 
Artillery belonging to the Siege; the which was 
moſt expeditiouſly done, and the ſame -put into 
boats and ſecured : The next day being the twenty 
cighth, his Highneſs by adviſe-of Councel thought 
good to raiſe the Siege, and to make all the 
force he could in order to give batrel to the French, 


it thy ' did not decline it ; as. the French have 
done all this year in Flrmders : by this time the 
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Alarm grew - hot in 'the Princes Leaguer, thar 


' the French were come, that the French were come : 


this cauſed ſome little confuſion. amongſt ſome 
Troops then'on the Advance-guard of the Town, 
who in delpite of their Officers, would not flay 
tor the neceſſary Orders, bur ran out of the 
Works. Art this time the Offen6urghs and 
Lunenburghs forces, which lay on the other 
fide the Maſe , not judging themſcives ſtrong 
enough to oppoſe or ſtand the ſhock of the 
French, marched all oyer the Maſe, and 
zoynced themſeives to the Prznces Leaguer : Ar 
this very time the Fngl:z/h had the honour of being 
on the Rear-Guard in the Approaches, who 
Naid the very laſt of all the Leaguer, notwith- 
ſtanding they were diſcouraged by ſome not three 
pikes length from them, that ſhew'd a baſe Ex- 
ample ; and rhey at the laſt marched out fighting 
their way 'through , and looſing men ; for the 
French perceiving that ſome made more then 
ordinary haſte out of their Trenches, drew their 
great guns upon their Works, and fired like mad 
on our Men, and fallyed our both horſe and 
foot, polſleſling themſelves of the Princes works, 
burning add killing all they could meet with ; and 
had nor Collonel Ferwick, and Lieutenant Col- 
lonel Sa/zsbury haſtned out of the houſe they lay in 
to be cured, as they did, the French had within 
one quarter of an hour taken them all priſoners. 
By this you ſee, that as the Enghiſp had ar the 


begin-

beginning of the Siege rhe honour to be on the 
adyance-polt of danger,ſo now at the laſt they had 
as much-honour in marching the laſt of all out of 
the Approaches. | 

The Siege being now raiſed, and the Prince and 
his Forces being drawn up in Bartalia, I haye no 
more to ſay. of the Siege: Only once again ro mind 
you, that much' of this is fallen out through the 
negle&t of thoſe who deceived hx Fhghneſs the 
Prince of Qrange in not ſending their Troops 
to his Highneſſes Leaguer , as was agreed, 

It remains, That I give you an account of what 
Officers were killd and wounded in this 
ſiege : which you will find in this following Lilt.
